But then mediation supervened, and he 
caused it to be known that he was 
against mediation, but had given way to 
the opinion of his colleagues on the un- 
derstanding that Rumania should not be 
bound to accept the recommendations 
which might be made. 

M. Filipesco counted on the St. Peters- 
_ burg conference refusing Silistria to Ru- 
mania, and the consequent breaking out 
of war between ‘his country and Bul- 
garia. Its becoming clear that Silistria 
would be ceded to Rumania without a 
blow being struck had the effect of ‘de- 
molishing M. Filipesco’s schemes. He 
thereupon handed in his resignation as 
member of the government, and accused 
Take Jonesco, the minister of the in- 
terior, of having betrayed the interests 
of his country. 

- This accusation resulted in questions 
being asked in the chamber which served 
to bring to light the war intrigues of 
which M. Filipeseo had been guilty, and 
ended in the total vindication of the 
government. The immediate result of 
the retirement of M. Filipesco has been 
to strengthen the Conservative Demo- 
efatic ministry.

MISS LIND-AF-HAGEBY LOSES 
HER VIVISECTION LIBEL SUIT 


Monitor) 

LONDON--The vivisection libel suit 
which occupied Mr. Justice Bucknill and 
a special jury for 16 days in the King’s 
bench division concluded recently with a 
verdict for the defendants, 

In this case, which according to the 
judge has “cost thousands of pounds,” 
Miss Lind-af-Hageby, hon. general secre- 
tarv of the Animal Defence and Anti- 
Vivisection Society, and editor of the 
Anti-Vivisection Review, sought to re- 
cover damages for alleged libel contained 
in two articles written by Dre C. W. 
Saleeby and published in the Pall Mall 
Gazette. 

Miss Lind-af-Hageby'’s opening speech 
and examination in-chief occupied 19 
hours; in closing her case she spoke for 
three hours and a half. The case, in 
fact, has been remarkable, not only for 
the vigor and eloquence of the plaintiff, 
but for her remarkable powers of endur- 
ance. The applause at the close of her 
final speech to the jury was extraordi- 
nary and the efforts of the ushers to 
obtain silence seemed only to make the 
applause more vigorous.

In closing her ease the plaintiff alluded 
to the complaint that she had attacked 
a great profess.on and said it was a ludi- 
crous situation, one poor little “liar” 
(Miss Lind’s contention was that” Dr.

She was a 
woman of marvelous power who could 
stand there day after day, showing no 
signs of fatigue, not losing her temper, 
and able to cross-examine as well as any 
counsel at the bar. But she had to be 
truthful and fight fairly and that the 
other side said she had not done, The 
jury had to decide simple questions. 
They had to consider whether reasonable 
people in reading Dr. Saleeby’s articles 
could infer that they ‘referred to her, 
whether the language was defamatory 
and whether there had been malice. 

They had to consider defendant’s plea 
of justification and whether the cam- 
paign of the plaintiff had beeen carried 
on untruthfully in an attempt to de- 
stroy. the vivisection stronghold. Miss 
Lind was speaking very strongly and 
feeling very deeply when she addressed 
them at the close but verdicts were not 
given on eloquence or on sentiment. Ask 
themselves whether Dr. Saleeby was jus- 
tified in writing as he did. 

The jury retired for 20 minutes, and 
returned with a verdict for the defen- 
dants.

HUGE AUSTRALIAN 
HARVESTER USED 


(Special to the Monitor) 

ADELAIDE, S. Aus.—Further proof 
of the enterprise of South Australian 
manufacturers afforded by the fact 
that to a country firm of agricultuta! 
implement-makers belongs the credit of 
having turned out the largest complete 
harvester in use in the commonwealth. 

This large machine drawn by a 
Big Four kerosene tractor at the rate 
of about two and a half miles per hour, 
and can easily strip GOO acres a day. 
Four or five men are sufficient to look 
after it. Recently in a paddock going 
eight bags to the acre it stripped 40 
acres in seven and a half hours. 

The harvester has a 26-foot comb in 
three sections. 
in one line. The thresher is driven by 
one electric motor, the beaters by an- 
other, and the winnower by a third, so 
that the speed of each can be _ inde- 
pendently increased or diminished. 
There is a medium-sized lorry at the 
side of the machine to receive the bags 
as they are filled, thus obviating anv 
loss of time in storages. The Milong 
harvester, as it is termed, is the only 
one of its kind in the world, 
been built to the order of a firm farm- 
ing on a large scale in one of the other 
states.

Poverty IN UNITED STATES | 


OO A A ae eo

United States fer over 100 years has been pictured as an EF] Dorado 
yy the poor of other lands. And the pride of bravado of the average 
American would not deny that gold could be picked up in our streets. 
It is even now almost impossible to get people to realize that, although 
ours is a land of plenty, 
in it. How many’? Nobody knows exactly. Certain hints, however, exist. A 
recent discussion of old age pensions in Congress revealed the fact that prob- 
ably 2,675,000 persons over 60 years of age would become legitimate pensioners. 

Massachusetts in 1911 relieved through poor-law officers about 21% per cent 
of its population. During the same period private charities probably covered an 
equal or larger number. In Boston alone Associated Charities reported 
through their contidential exchange on over 69,000 cases in 19]2—about 10 per 
eent of the city’s population. But these figures indicate only such cases as 
have actually “come to a head,” only acute cases of distress. They do not give 
any idea of the prevalence of chronic poverty. 

sy poverty we mean such a lack of the necessaries of life as to hinder ef- 
ficient living. Charles Booth found in Kast London 30.7 per-cent of the people 
sinking into want... B. S. Rowntree concluded after a most minute study that 
27.84 per cent of the population of York, England, were in poverty. It is stated 
as sober fact that one in every four adults in England is eventually dependent 


the 


on public charity. 

Nor are the figures for our own country strikingly: different. Robert Hun- 
ter found 20 per cent of the people of Boston in distress in 1903. His conserv- 
ative conclusion is tnat, taking the country as a whole, 14 per cent in prosper- 
ous times and 20 per cent in hard times are in distress. One of the speakers at 
the Philadelphia meeting of the National Conference of Charities and Correc- 
tion stated that a large seyment of our society, perhaps one-fifth or one-fourth 
of the total population, moves along the poverty line, sometimes on the line, 
sometimes above it, but never very far from it. Recent studies in standards of 
living and wages among American Wage-earners show that fully one half of 
the workers of this country do not earn $600 a vear. Three quarters get less 
than $750. Only one tenth earn more than $1000 a year. This means that at 
least 5,000,000 of the male workers of, America receive less than 

If we accept the indecently low figure of $650 as a minimum physical effi- 

ciency wage for an average family, it is evident that between 20,000,000 and 
30,000,000 of our population are living below the absolute minimum necessary 
capacity; thev have passed that limit below which, 
Devine, a just claim upon the consideration of tne 
But if we take the figures of the Massachusetts or 
Marviand bureaus of Jabor ($724-742), or Mrs. More’s for Nev York and other 
cities ($800-900), the discrepancy is eVen more glaring.

This plan is said by some to indicate 
the belief of the Governor that the meas- 
ure a8 reported will not stand, in one 
respect at least, un legal test as to ite 
constitutionality, To avoid any ques- 
tion as to the constitutionality of the 
act, the Governor has given Senator Me- 
Donough an amendment which, in the 
opinion of the Governor, will remove all 
doubt of the legal standing of the act, 
Further the Governor, in explaining the | 
amendments proposed by him, takes ex- 
ception to the number of the commission- | 

» ers and the salaries as fixed in the act re- | 
| - onirt This, by the way, follows out 
lis plan of economizing on state expenses. 

The act as reported provides for the 
appoimtment of five commissioners, so 
that one shall be located in each of the 
five congressional districts of the state. 
They are to be appointed within 90 
days after the passage of the act. Con- 
cerning the salary and expenses of the 
commissioners, to whieh the Governor 
takes exception, the bill provides that 
the salary for each commissioner shall 
be $4000 a vear and, in adition, such 

allowance, not exceeding $2000 a year, 

as may be approved by the comptroller 
for expenses incurred in the discharge 
of his duties. When asked today as to 
the amendments which he favored, the 
Governor said: 

“I think the compensation act as re- 
ported puts the salaries too high for the 
commissioners and makes their number 
unnecessarily great. These, however, 
are not objections of a vital character. 

“T have recommended one change, 
which I think is important in its bear- 
ing on the constitutionality of the act, 
namely, that every award of the com- 
missioners fixing the amount of damages 
should be filed in the superior court.” 

That the members of the Senate will 
accept the judgment of the Governor as 
to the legal points in the act, as reported 
is said to be probable. Senator Me- 
Donough, who will introduce the changes 
favored by the Governor is the Dem- 
ocratic leader in the Senate. 

Prof. Willard C, Fisher drafted the 
compensation act reported by the joint 
committee on labor and judiciary.

UTAH WAGE LAW 
NOW IN EFFECT 


SALT LAKE CITY, Utah—After to- 
day no woman who works in the state 
will receive less than 90 cents a day; no 
girl worker will receive less than 75 
cents per day, and no woman or girl 
will work more than 54 hours a week. 
The minimum wage law passed by the 
last Legislature went into effect today. 
The 54-hour law has been in effect some 
time. 

According to the new law a woman 
worker learning new work must be paid 
90 cents daily; after six months’ ap- 
prenticeship this must be raised to at 
least $1.25 daily. Girl apprentices must 
be paid 75 cents daily, and after six 
months must be paid at least 90 cents 
per day.

He 
has lavished an immense amount of 
study upon them, and extracts every 
imaginable bit of meaning. This he sup- 
plements by long scenes of delightful 
pantomime, in which he seems to be 
thinking aloud. How much he makes 
of the capital scene in the arbor when 
‘the three conspirators are leading him 
to think that Beatrice is pining for his 
love. | 
Every point sweeps over the audience 
irresistibly, as much because of Mr. 
Sothern’s keenly pictorial responses of 
listening as by the neatness with which 
the three plotters lay their snare. It 
should be said in passing that one could 
hardly imagine this scene better done 
‘than by the intelligent, gentlemanly, and 
really aristocratic trio composed by 
Messre. Crawley. Lewis and Crawley. 

Mr. Sothern was superb in the minutes 
following his invitation to dinner by 
hae aoh in which Benedick construes her 
onplaces into subtle confessions of 
Of the writing of the letter he 
perhaps } akes too much with his sigh- 
‘ing, but ‘he strikes the top note again in 
the charth gcene and in the challenge to 
Claudio.

syllable clearly, limpidly. Beatrice of- 
fers little opportunity for the word music 
that Miss Marlowe discourses so beauti- 
fully as Viola and Rosalind, but she 
does give a glowing picture of the brilli- 
ant, cultivated woman of Shakespeare’s 
day. 

The effect that Mr. Sothern built up 
with a multitude of detail in his listen- 
ing scene she achieves in one breath- 
less moment when she rushes impul- 
sively out of the arbor in response to 
the baiting of the gentlewomen, and as 
quickly hides herself. 

Miss Marlowe kept her audience in a 
succession of little murmur: of pleasure 
in which they joined with her in her 
enjoyment of Beatrice’s sharp wit. She 
was powerful in the church scene, 
though perhaps forced the-note a little 
in the “Kill Claudio” line. 

The romantic scenes between the lov- 
ers in the latter half of the play were a 
succession of brilliant duets, brilliant be- 
cause of the keen intelligence and high 
spirits that Mr. Sothern and Miss Mar- 
lowe imparted to them. Their responses 
to each other, their pointing of each 
other's quips, their perfect stroke upon 
the delicate notes of affection gave thie 
whole a texture of pure delight for the 
alert, finely appreciative audience. 

The support of the stars on the whole 
is the best they have yet had, though 
Mr. Buckstone was missed as Dogberry. 
The action and even the tones of this 
inimitable actor of Shakespeare’s clowns 
were imitated by Mr. Taylor, but with 
only dry results. Hero would be more 
effective if played by a woman of a type 
of beauty contrasting with Miss Mar- 
lowe, though Miss Singer revealed much 
intelligence. 

Walter Connolly was an admirable 
Claudio, a difficult role to play with any 
appeal to the sympathy of the audience. 
He was boyish and direct, and he thought 
his role sincerely. Frederick Lewis was 
a distinguished Don Pedro. His ease, 
his variety of thinking, his sympathetic 
quality of voice, and his finely organized 
physique all contribute to a splendid 
impression. Mr. Crawley was distin- 
guished and always human as Leonato. 
Subtlety was lacking in Mr. Mather’s 
impersonation of Don John, one of the 
few ill-imagined roles in Shakespeare's 
gallery. It would be hard for anybody 
to make this character seem real. Minor 
roles were unusually Well done. 

The play is gorgeously mounted. The 
settings are in prevailing light tones of 
green, which contrasts with the rich 
dark hues of the costumes with their 
ornamentation of gilt and jewels. The 
back drop in the church scene, seen dim- 
ly through a haze of semi-darkness is 
powerful in its sense of arches reaching 
up and up into a vast dome. The chancel 
is brilliantly lighted. A choir of boy 
sopranos provides sweet music, and an 
organ is vaguely heard in accompani- 
ment. Frank Bertrand is the very pic- 
ture of a devout friar. The whole per- 
formance had poetic movement, refine- 
ment, reticence and finish.

AND REVISION OF THE TARIFF, 


The decline in American Woolen pre- 
ferred to $74 has, of course, set loose a} 
ood of rumors regarding the passing of | 
the next quarterly dividend, the unfa- 
vorable conditions now prevailing in the 
woolen trade. the dangers of free wool, | 
ete. 

No one can deny that manufacturing 
conditions in the woolen and worsted 
trades just now are very much depressed, 
certainly the worst in many years. The 
reaction from the winter boom following 
the garment workers’ strikes has ra 
probably more sudden than any previous 
trade change since the panic. <A good | 
many of the mills are running short time 
and large quotas of help in the big fac- | 
tories have been laid off. All this is an) 
open secret in the trade. 

(@f course the worst phase of the situa- 
tion is the accumulation of goods result- 
ing from cancellation of orders, always 
attendant upon depression, and now ac- 
centuated by the recent strikes.” At the 
first of the year American Woolen had on 
hand in wool, merchandise and goods 
about $18,700,000, close to the largest 
aggregate of supplies ever carried by the | 
big company. Upon this, under the pro- | 
posed tariff, some loss will have to be| 
taken and upon the wool some ocesian! 
tion has already occurred. All this big | 
inventory was taken under the Payne- -Al- 
drich tariff and under the Underwood Dill 
would be subject to a considerable “re- 
vision downward.”

Taking part in the first eastern inter 
university rowing event of the year Mon- 
day, Princeton showed that she has an 
eight not only possessed of great power, 
but one filled with the determination to. 
win. Getting away to a poor start the 
Tiger oarsme.. kept pulling at their oars 
and in a most impressive manner de- 
feated Harvard and Pennsylvania, the 
(Crimson being about two thirds of a 
length behind the winner and Pennsyl- 
vania about two and a i lengths 
behind Harvard. 

Conditions were most lovee The 
race Was some 15 minutes late in start- 
ing. At the start Harvard caught the 
water first and went away to a lead of. 
about 20 feet over her two rivals. Har- 
vard took a stroke of 36 to the minute 
for the first quarter of a mile, with 
Pennsylvania going up to 44 and Prince- 
ton at about 34. 

About half a mile from the start Har- 
vard and Pennsylvania had lowered their 
strokes some and Princeton began to 
draw up on the teaders at this point. 
At the mile post Princeton had come up 
even with Harvard and they raced along 
for a short distance in this position. 
Princeton, however, seemed to get much 
more power into her sweeps and she 
drew away foot by foot until-she had 
gained about three quarters of a length 
on the Crimson, with Pennsylvania a 
good length and a half behind. ~ 

With the finish line less than a quar- 
ter of a mile away, Captain Abeles 
called on the Harvard crew for the last 
spurt. The eight men bent to their 
work, but the Tigers met the dash be- 
fore Harvard could gain more than a 
dozen feet. 

From there to the finish ‘Princeton 
increased the léad until theré was not 
quite open water between Tigers and 
Crimson, with Pennsylvania two and a 
half lengths behind Harvard, as Prince- 
ton plowed over the line. 

The victory of the Tigers was the first 
success that has ‘come to Princeton in a 
triangular contest since rowing was ~ 
sumed there four years ago. The crew 
rowed as follows:

It ought not to 
be expected of the parade that it undertake to be a display of dress 
reform, and the criticisnt that would befall an effort to make it 
serve that secondary cause can be guessed. Neither would it serve 
the purposes of a spectacle if it were reduced to a somber unvarying 
earb. Spectacular uniforms, such as mere men rejoice to don for 
parade occasions, might lend reason to complaint that woman was 
displaying no fine sense of propriety just at the time she was claiming 
to offer better standards of conduct than the other sex im publie. 
Out of the difficulty that every supposition presents, we find no 
escape except through the conclusion that the dress for the public 
appearance must still be feminine. But here, as everywhere, the 
standard is one of refinement. Woman entering public life through 
the street parade or by quieter means may be expected to come with 
her charm unabated. but if she is wise her dress, we think, will 
avoid exaggerations and extremes, even those that are fashion-sanc- 
tioned, and will exemplify modesty, good taste, common sense, 1n 
a manner to sacrifice personal appeal in the interests of the central 
idea that serves as reason for the parade. It is the parade and not 
any individual in it. that should be spectacular.

The Boston & Maine has not had the good tortune to be con- 
sidered separately and independently for a long period. Its destinies 
and its conduct have been secondary to those of the grand system 
that the head of another and once a competing road has been expand- 
ing at unknown cost into complete possession of the New England 
railroad lines. During this period of neglect as an entity it has been 
crippled in its outfit, and there is evidence that it has been deprived 
of its business and revenue by the diversion of its trafhe to the rails 
oj the controlling railroad whose financial need was pressing. It 
deserves a kindlier treatment. As has been forcibly stated by, Mr. 
llomans, representing the Boston Chamber of Commerce; the Bos- 
ton & Maine is not a natural extension of the New Haven road. 
It has a distinct service to per form. It has all northern New Eng- 
land dependent upon it. It is a great arm reaching out from the 
cast to the business of the West. If now it 1s show n that it has 
need of equipment and that the means are lacking, there will be 
rejoicing that the situation is made clear and satisfaction in devising 
ways to bring about the restoration. Only, and this 1s vitally impor- 
tant, there must be certainty that the money, from whatever source 
supplied, ts used for the need specified. 

Increase in freight rates will not be welcome. The interstate 
conunission will only reluctantly grant the advanced schedule. But 
if the need can be shown there, it will not be likely to meet with 
resistance by the public concerned in having the Boston & Maine 
come back to its own place and its rightful prosperity. A feeling will 
continue that right management will ultimately bring the system to 
financial soundness and service efficiency, and accomplish it without 
inmarked increases in charges; but the deep need that the region it 
serves shall not sufter through inefficiency and that the trusting inves- 
tors in its stocks shall have value restored to their holdings w il prob- 
ably induce toleration if not enthusiastic approval; ot the higher rates. 

It remains to be shown that the betterment of the Boston & 
Maine conditions can be brought about without a breaking up of the 
union with the New Haven. ‘In itself the merging of the. roads may 
have had advantages that need not be cast aside even if thev have so 
tar tailed to be tully realized. he great public concerned for the 
northern road's prosperity and efficiency will welcome a demonstra- 
tion of the power of public supervision to restore, as well as to 
restrain, and to accomplish this with the least possible disturbance 
of arrangements that have failed to fulhl the promise and the pos- 
sibilitv of beneht. 


to the letter of constitutions sharply detining the limits of executive 
authority, no doubt deprecate this step by the Governor of the I:mpire 
state. Thev also criticize President Wilson tor similar use of pres- 
sure on the national Legislature. Kight motives as an incentive and 
popular good as a desired end do not—so these critics sav—yjustify 
the intrusion. On the other hand. there are those who make the 
end justity the means and who decline to allow anv emphasis on 
legalism to stand in the way of civic betterment. 

The direct primary system of nonination has become too come 
mon a method for New York to stand out against its introduction. 
The trend of contemporary thinking and feeling is on the Governor's 
side, and we believe he has but to get his case before the people to 
win their battle for them. 


FREDERICK LAW OLbmMstrED of Brookline, 
A\lass.. was assured in advance an attentive 
and respectful hearing at Chicago, in con- 
nection with the recent conference there an 
civ planning, not only on his own account, 
but as a tribute to his father whose land- 
scape work in 1895 made for the complete- 
ness ot the incomparable and vanished 
White city. It appears trom the pub-: 
lished reports that Mr. Olmsted — suc- 
ceeded in leaving an impression in that quarter that is certain to 
have good results. When Napoleon III. decided to remodel Patis 
-—to make, so far as the central portiom of the city was concerned, 
a new Paris—it became necessary for him simply to summon to. 
his aid Georges Kugene Haussmann, and to give him carte blanche - 
in the matter of expenditures.. These ran up finally to 800,000,000 
francs, and Baron Haussmann, in view of, the criticism occasioned 
by such an addition to the municipal indebtedness, fotnd:it prudent 
tu leave the country for a while. After the civil war, when Congress 
deemed it necessary to improve Washington on an extensive scale, 
or risk the removal of the capital, it needed only to call to its aid 
Commissioner Alexander Robey Shepherd of the ‘District of Colum- 
bia and give him carte blanche in the matter of expenditutes. 
These ran up to many millions, the man who used them received 
the mekname of “Boss,” and he, too, found it prudent to leave his 
country for a while. Baron Haussmann and “Boss” Shepherd are 
names that are now on the honor roll of their cities and ofstheir 
mations, but in city planning their cases were exceptional. 

There is no such arbitrary power as an Emperor or a Congress 

Chicago, or in any other American city outside of Washingtony. 
and yet it is only through the exercise of arbitrary power that the 
things accomplished in Paris and in Washington, for the ultimate 
good of the communities, can be attained with anything like despatch. 
Planning for a city with private and public emotion as the prin- 
cipal factor in the case is likely to result in nothing either immediate 
or definite. Mr. Olmsted at Chicago informed the conference that’ 
there were three ways of realizing a city plan, each being comple- 
mentary to the other—the voluntary action of individuals, com= 
pulsion, and the expenditure of public funds raised by taxation for 
the acquirement of lands and the rights in land and for the con- 
struction of public improvement. He preterred the third method: 
That is, he preferred apparently the.method by which the publie 
as a whole would be led voluntarily, and tor its own good, to dele- 
gate the necessary arbitrary power to agents who would carry out 
the plan. 

Plainly, little can be done unless the public is united in behalf 
of a scheme of public improvements and is ready to make whatever 
sacrifices may be necessary to its achievement. Neither Chicago 
nor any other American city will become a Paris or a Washington 
unless it shall create some agency that shall have the power to 
make it so. It will take a hundred vears for Chicago to get well 
started upon its present excellent plan, unless, as Mr. Olimsted’s 
address indicated, public support shall be won over to the program 
agreed upon. That a right start might be made, he would open a 
city plan office as part ot the city government where a staftt of trained 
employees will’ work out maps showing all the physical aspects of 
the city and other experts will make reports dealing with the less 
-pparent but equally important phases of the city’s existence. -\ 
small group of people must begin the work, and upon the relations 
of this group with the municipal government will largely turn the 
question of whether the business of city planning develops from the 
start as a normal and integral branch of the official tree. Com- 
snunities that cannot work through a Haussmann or a Shepherd of 
imperial or congressional dictation, we take it from this, must work 
for their own good through some positive, if not arbitrary, svstem 
or agency of their own voluntary creation.
